Why Pyramids Were Bnilt. 


The interest of the Delhi and Bena- 


res observatories lies for us in the fact 
that they recall a time far in the past 
when astronomers sought for exact- 
ness by the erection of huge structures 
of stone. Of these the great pyramid 
is by far the greatest and most perfect 
example. Britain has its o-svu monu- 
ment— Stonebenge—'which has been 
claimed as, if not indeed, an astronom- 
ical observatory, at least an astronom- 
ical temple, and many attempts have 
been made to determine the date at 
which it was erected. The difficulty, 
not to say the impossibility, of solving 
his problem in the present state of the 
monument may be inferred from the 
act that the dates which different 
areful observers have deduced for its 
rection extend over a period of more i 
han 2,000 years, says a -writer in 
inowledge. 
The real work of astronomy was 


never done i in edifices like those. Nor 
ndeed does'it require much knowledge 
of human nature, essentially the same 
5,000 years'ago as today, to see that 
the true secret of the pyramid, the am- 
ply sufficient cause for Its building, 
was the vanity of the ruling pharaoh. 
Alike at Delhi, at Glzeh and on Salis- 
bury plain, as by the Euphrates, to 
"make a name" was the exciting mo- 
tive. Astronomers may have been em- 
ployed to superintend the work, astron- 
omy, 
or the cult of the celestial bodies,

A. B. from Cornell university she stud- 
ied :* year at Johns Hopkins universi- 
ty, then went to Europe and was three 
years at Luipsic. then for a time at 
Gottingen, again changing to Zurich, 
Switzerland, before taking finally the 
degree of Ph. D., for which she had 
been working. \Vhy did she change 
so many times? The reason shows 
what manner of woman she is, how 
dauntless in the lirst place and how 
loyal to her own sex in the second. 


Miss Mary E. Garrett. to whom let 


all girl students be grateful, gave $320,- 
OUO to Johns Uopkins to secure the ad- 
mission of "cvomen. They could then 
compete for its degrees, and Miss 
Thomas entered as a student of lan- 
guages. She soon found, however, that 
not yet were girls there on equal terms 
with men, for they were not allowed 
to enter the regular classes for instrtic- 
tion, but must get their learning pri- 
vately outside as best they might. 
Then M. Carey Thomas migrated to 
Europe and to Leipsic, in old Saxony, 
refusing to take a degree from an 
American university that was so un- 
fair to women. At Leipsic she and a 
friend, Miss Gwinn, were students 
three years, the only women in the de- 
partment of modern languages. The 
second year of their stay the Prussian 
government made a request of Saxony 
that it close the doors of its university 
to women students. This was because 
some Russian women taking the med- 
ical course at Leipsic were suspected 
of being socialists. But nobody de- 
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manded the doors of Leipsic be shut 
against men because of the known 
masculine socialists among its stu- 
dents. Quaer world, this. 


At that point in the game some of 


the professors at Leipsic did a remark- 
able act, considering they were in a 
state school under a government of 
militarism. They themselves had been 
so impressed with the brilliant attain- 
ments and gifts of the American girls 
that they personally faced the Saxon 
parliament and said tboy would not 
put women out of their university till 
the two American ladies had finished 
their course. That settled it for the 
time, but when the women sought to 
obtaiu the degree iwhich was the just 
reward of their demotion to learning it 
was refused them. 


"I will have my degree," said Miss 


Thomas.

She applied for it at Gottingen. "It 


is not advisable to give degrees to wo- 
men," the faculty said. 


From Gottingen the girls- journeyed 


on to Zurich in ptzrsuit of that degree. 
At Zurich Miss Thomas continued her 
researches in modern languages. At 
the Swiss Institution of learning she 
prepared for examination in Anglo- 
Saxon and English, also in Gothic, old 
and middle high German and in Ger- 
man literature. In eight weeks she 
"was ready. 
, Even at Zurich everything short of 
positively refusing,her a degree was 
done to prevent licrVsecuring it Real- 
ly sometimes one cannot help wonder- 
ing what sort of judgment will be 
meted out to men for their centuries 
long persecution of gifted women. To 
begin, the examinations were oral and 
in presence of all Ibe Zurich faculty. 
These learned gentlemen even med- 
dled with the matter of tho candidates' 
attire and ruled ttiat Miss Thomas 
must appear before them In full even- 
ing dress, with train and white gloves. 


in that, for the occasion, absurd and 


uncomfortable costume M. Carey Thom- 
as sat three hours, while the profess- 
ors plied her with questions, the hard- 
est they could think of. She came off 
triumphant at every point, and the 
professors were then her most enthu- 
siastic applauders. They gave her tho 
highest honors in their power, her de- 
gree minima cum laude, nnd from that 
day to this Zurich grants degrees to 
women on equal terms with men. Fol- 
lowing Zurich, Dr. Thomas studied a 
ycur in Paris, then returned to her 
own, land, where sbo has boon ever 
shice Identified with Bryn Mawr, first 
ns dcnn nnd professor of English liter- 
ature and «lnco 1394 as Its president.

The 
local gas company will probably not 
marge more for gas than it has here- 
tofore. 
The company has sufficient 


coal on hand1 to last a considerable 
time. 


The use of kerosene oil as a substi- 


tute for coal, both in the range and 
furnace, will be greater than ever this 
year. It will enter into household use 
more this "winter than ever 
before. 


New devices have been invented in 
recent months so that householders 
may convert its combustion 
into a 


powerful and economical process. The 
principle of all the new inventions is 
to change the kerosene into 
a gas, 


before combustion, by evaporation and 
an abundant introduction of cold air. 
Many kinds of appliances are now in 
ordinance to carry out this process in 
ordinary stoves and' furnaces, and the 
same idea is embodied in small heat- 
ers which may be placed anywhere, 
detached from the chimney. It is es- 
timated that an equal amount of heat 
may be generated with kerosene at the 
present prices for two-thirds of the 
money invested in anthracite coal at 
the regular prices, and housekeepers 
have started in to give it a good trial 
this winter.

The flesh of fat animals is more 
tender and juicy than*that of lean ones 
because the latter contains a greater 
amount of water in proportion to the 
fibrin, albumen and gelatin. Of course 
the nutritive value of meat depends 
upon these last qualities. 


The most expensive cuts are obtained 


from those parts of the animal -whejfe^ 
the muscles are but little used, and the- 
meat is accordingly fine grained and 
tender. The muscles which nre used 
the mosfare the toughest, but because 
of the fact that the blood circulates 
through them more freely they con- 
tain more juice and are therefore use- 
ful for stews, soups, etc. Although 
they are less expensive, the nutritive 
value ia equally great 


The proper way to cook meat in or- 


der to retain its nutritive qualities is 
to subject it first to a high degree of 
beat and then to a lower temperature. 
The intense heat causes the albumen 
on the surface of the meat to harden, 
forming a coating which seals the 
juices within, and so the inner meat 
remains soft and tender. 


Never stick the fork through meat 


in cooking, as this allows the blood to 
escape. When it is time to turn it, 
place the fork in the fat.

Chinese Chess. 


Chinese chess must claim our admi- 


ration by the manner in which the con- 
ception of a military game has been 
elaborated so as to conform with the 
realities of warfare. The board is di- 
vided by aii imaginary river, which the 
elephant aud the king may not cross. 
The pieces are placed on the intersec- 
tions of the lines, not on the spaces. 
The king, or general, with his two 
guards, must keep to a square of nine 
points in the center of his side, with 
diagonal lines from corner to corner, 
along which the guards may move, the 
king moving only forward or sideways 
or backward. The other pieces may 
enter this fortress and pass through it. 


The most characteristic piece of Chi- 


nese chess, however, is the cannon, 
which cannot move without jumping 
over a piece,-so that not only is the at- 
tack most formidable and unexpected, 
but it must be resisted, else it is help- 
less. The prettiest checkmate is with 
two cannons in line. Here the second 
cannon gives check, and the king must 
move, for if another piece be inserted 
the first cannon gives check. Now, we 
may allow that if the elephant is not 
supposed to cross the river, no more 
should the cannon, for the first named 
is really the most capable of the feat, 
but the genius of the piece lies in Its 
Imitation of cannon in warfare—its 
range, the firing over bodies ef troops 
and its liability to capture.—London 
Spectator.

Tree Albums.

that of bark, leaves and blossoms of 
trees. There are very few boys who 
have more than a passing acquaint- 
ance with the trees growing in their 
own neighborhood. Most boys know n 
walnut tree when they see U, but if 
they were to take a walk through the 
woods aud attempt to name the trees 
they would not go very far before dis- 
covering their Ignorance. One way of 
learning the trees is by collecting spec- 
imens of bark, leaves and blossoms 
and studying them. Suppose you get 
some pasteboard or stout pnper und cut 
It into sheets, say, eight inches long 
and live wide. Give one sheet to each 
kind of a tree and upon it paste n 
piece of the bark, a leaf and a blossom. 
A piece of bnrk about three inches long 
and two Inches wide would be of good 
size. The blossoms should be pressed 
and dried before they are attached to 
the sheet. If the leaves are pmnll, a 
little twig of several leaves may be 
used. If there is anything remarkable 
about the under side of the leaf, one 
leaf should be placed with tho upper 
side upward. Sheets so arranged can 
be sent through the mall, fio thnt boyw 
scattered over the country tnny supply 
one another with specimens,—Ameri- 
can Boy.

The People Must Have Fuel. 


It is impossible to assent 
to the 


proposition that the coal mines in the 
United States are 
simply 
private 


property, and that the people, or the 
state, have no interest therein. The 
proposition that the people cannot in- 
terfere in a struggle v,hich cuts off the 
supply of a natural product nearly as 
essential as air and light is untenable. 


The state has the right to interpose 


between two men fighting in 
the 


street. It may be strictly a personal 
matter between the belligerents, but it 
i& also a state affair, in that it dis- 
turbs the public peace. They may be 
compelled not only to desist, but may 
be punished for affray and disorder. 
How, 
then, is it with two sets of men 


whose struggle not only disturbs the 
peace, but interrupts the business ot 
a nation and menaces a whole people 
with discomfiture and bodily ills, with 
suffering and possible fatalities? Is 
there no constitutional way to stop 
the fight? ' 


.f.pparently it ib within the power 


of the state ot Pennsylvania under 
her constitution to end the coai tam- 
ine today. Her constitution contains 
this claiibe: 


"The exorcise of the police power 


ot thfc btate shall never be abridged or 
bo construed as to permit corporations 
lo conduct their business 
in 
such 


manner as to mtnnge the equal rights 
of individuals or the general well-be 
me; of the state." 


The state has power over the min- 


ing corporations to compel them to 
lurnish coal or give way to a receiver 
and power over the strikers to prevent 
them from interfering with violence! 
to check coal mining. 


The state is no stranger to inter- 


ference in affairs between labor andi 
capital. In the agriculture strikes ini 
Italy the Italian government sent its: 
>oldiers into the harvest 
fields
